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THE DRIFT OF EVENTS IN 
CHINA. 


—_—= a 
(Daily Press, 6th December.) 
The position in China seems still to be 
drifting steadily from bad to worse. 
This- is to be ascribed to several circum- 
stances, not the least of which is the mis- 
taken action of the foreign Powers, in which 
we are sorry to say Great Britain has been 
the worst offender. Our latest advices fell 
us of continually increasing disorder every- 
where throughout the empire, and of the 
- growing process of disruption within. It is 
-. apt to be forgotten that the movement of 
' the Court to Hsian is not the outcome of 
mere chance, nor to be attributed entirely 
to the action of the Poweys in the capture of 
Peking. More than a year ago the clique 
which the Dowager has selected as her ad- 
visers madeno secret of their desire that. 
the seat of government should be removed 
to that distant and inaccessible city ; and 
the reason given was that thereby the 
Imperial Court would be removed from 
foreign pressure, and the reactionary party 
would have full scope to put in practice its 
intentions of ruling the state in its own 
peculiar manner. That such a course must 
of itself result in the break-up of the Em- 
pire was pointed out at the time, but of 
course, though warned in time, the Legations 
were above obtaining information or taking 
advice from any external sources outside 
their own Legations or the precincts of the 
Superintendency of Foreign Customs. That 
the Superintendency was really the worst 
informed organisation in China has been 
made clear by recent events, and by 
none more than the ignorance of any 
movement being on foot displayed by Sir 
Rozert Hart himself, who of all residents 
in Peking was the most urconscious of 
danger to life or property ; and the curious 
result of all this has been that, it is to this 
source that the principal Powers in their 
own ignorance have in this last hour of trou- 
ble found themselves applying for informa- 
tion and advice. This is, however, probably 
the least of the accumulating evils of the 
moment. It was pointed out at the time 
that this projected movement of the Court 
to the remote recesses of the Empire could 
have but one practical result, and that was 
the loosening of the reins of government, 
already well advanced by the growing weak- 
ness of the central power since the Taiping 
Rebellion. The recent insurrectionary move- 
ment in the Kwang provinces, temporarily 
scotched by the Provincial authorities, is 
only a solitary instance of what is going on 
throughout the Empire, and what has been 
distinctly advanced by the erroneous policy 
of the British Government. This by its 
mistaken, though we are willing to believe 
well intended, plan of reducing interference 
to a minimum, has really been fostering the 
elements of disorder. It is long since we 
pointed out the ill effects of permitting the 
Central and Southern provinces to be drained 
of their resources under our very eyes, in 
‘order to supply the demands of the reaction- 
aries of the capital. The provincial admini- 
strations, who would have been only too 
happy of the excuse that the despatch of 
men and funds was forbidden by England 
and Germany, were on the contrary given 
plainly to understand that they were not 
to look to the Powers in case they should 
incur the displeasure on the reactionary 
party ; and in fact every step that a gov- 
ernment sincerely anxious to advance the 
adherents_of the Empress Dowager’s clique 
‘could take, was taken under the influence 
of the advisers in whose hands the British 
Government had unwisely placed itself. 
The folly of this course is now becoming 
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a 
and one man-of-war setting the example, 
the rest, sheep-like, have stypidly followed 
suit. We do not like to think—-when it’ is 
a. moot point in the minds of right-thinking 

ple whether the Empress-DowaGER 
would not be hanged without ‘ceremony if 
her punishment were made to fit her many 
crimes—that any of the Foreign Representa- 
tives could so far forget what is due to their 
flags as to thus drag them through the 
Celestial slush. It surely cannot be that tho 
Governments of civilised Powers could so 
eoon forget the horrible crimes and 
outrages committed on their subjects and 
citizens by order of this base and brutal 
woman as to authorise such a compliment 
to be paid to such an object! Those 
guns would be—we still hope they are not 
—defiled, those ships polluted, which fired 
such a salute. The act would be an out- 
rage on civilisation, an insult to the mur- 
dered victims whose wrongs are still but 
partly avenged. Have national jealousies 
and electioneering needs brought us so low 
as this? Is this the outcome of all the 
fiery indignation which but a few weeks 
ayone found vent in the Press of every 
European country and throughout the Great 
American Republic? What could have 
brought about such a change, the his- 
torian of the future would ask? What 
indeed! Self interest, sordid jealousy, 
morbid sympathy with avsasins and ravish- 
ers, arrant cowardice, or shameless in- 
difference to the sufferings of kin? Some 
of these motives, none less unworthy, must 
have dictated such abasement if accom- 
plished. We cling with despairing tenacit 
to the hope that our informant vas misled, 
for to think otherwise would be to dull our 
faith in humankind, to compel us to regard 
all Governments as void of self-respsct, and 
our statesmen as so steeped in the dirt of 
diplomacy as to be insensible to honourable, 
or manly feeliog. Surely at this time, on 
the very threshold of the twentieth century 
of the Christian era, they are not so de- 
graded as voluntarily to proffer honour 
where nothirg but indignation and con- 
tempt are due. We cannot, we will not 
believe it. It must be a grievous and 
ghastly hoax. 


serious, and from all the provinces we hear 
the same complaints from the people of the 
presence of local terrorism, and from the 
officials of the absence of funds to keep 
within bounds the elements of disorder. 
Along the coast piracy is reviving, and the 
peaceful trading junk finds itself at the 
mercy of the robbers, who, if they do not 
plunder direct, levy exactions under the 
name of safe escort. Reports from the 
coast of Shantung and Kiangsu, as well as 
throughout the Chusan Islands, all confirm 
this position of affairs. On shore it is no 
better; Shantung, Kiangsu, Kiangsi and 
the Hukwang are all more or less in disorder. 
The news which we published yesterday morn- 
ing from Shanghai reveals a most dangerous 
state of affairs nt Tientsin once more. 
Even from Chekiang, one of the wealthiest 
as well as yenerally the most orderly of the 
whole of the eighteen provinces, we hear 
similar complaints. Inthe Ningpo and Chu- 
san districts the peacefully disposed have to 
go about armed ;and robbery and housabreak- 
ing, generally accompanied with violence, are 
of daily occurrence. Complaints made to 
the authorities meet with no success, as the 
officials complain that their treasuries are 
denuded, and they have no means to pay 
the troops, who take this way of making up 
for the absence of wages. The state of the 
Liang Kwang is known to our readers, and 
everywhere throughout the Empire the same 
tale of unrest and disquiet reaches our ears. 
Now, as we pointed out at the beginning, 
much of this disorder might have been 
avoided by the presence of a little common- 
sense. The great provincial officers were 
then on our side; but, our Government acting 
as it has under false and treacherous advice, 
there is too good reason to believe that their 
good feelings have been outraged, and that 
we may have to see with the return of spring 
the Empire in a blaze of insurrection from 
north to south. The blood of the Chinese 
general stagnates during the cold weather, 
and it requires the invigorating effects of 
the warmth of the early summer to thaw it 
sufficiently. Once in circulation, from their 
very numbers the mildest become dangerous. 
Even amongst the Chinese themselves after 
the occupation of Peking there was a re- 
turning feeling of confidence, but that is 
being everywhere succeeded by a returning 
appreciation of danger, and unless some 
policy be early decided on, we fear that 
events will drift still further into the open 
sea of disruption. ; 


THE BLAKE PIER. 
panne cairns 
(Daily Press, 1st December.) 

The opening to public truffic by His Excel- 
lency the Governor on Thursday afternoon 
of the new Pier was an event of some little 
importance in local chronicles. The pier is 
the first that has been built on the site, but - 
at the same time it replaces the old Pedder’s 
Wharf, so long familiar to the public, 
which was close to the Hongkong Hotel. 
This wharf was built of wood and had been 
more than once renewed. Alwuys an inade- 
quate landing-place for the centre ‘of the 
city of Victoria, it was also always more or 
less of an eyesore, b:ing a roug, erection 
with a somewhat ragged matshed on its 
shore end. It was called Pedder’s Wharf 
presumably because it stood at the foot of 
Pedder’s Street, and this very central but 
short thoroughfare was named after a for- 
mer Harbour Master, Captain PEeppeEn. 
Now that the street has been lengthened 
and a new pier erected at its termination 
there was, of course, no reason why the 
old Harbour Master’s name should be 
perpetuated in connection with it, “more ; 
especially as the new wharf at the fermina-. =~ 
tion of Ice House Street has been dubbed 
New Pedder’s Wharf. His Excellency the 
Governor therefore could see no objection <= - 
to giving his own name to the new pier, which... : 
will accordingly be known as Blake Pier. The.

HONOURING THE EMPRESS 
DUWAGER. 
—--——_>— --— 
(Daily Press, 5th December.) 

Part of the prediction contained in this 
column on the 29th ultimo bids fair to come 
true with a rapidity and completeness no less 
startling than humiliating. Commenting 
on the divergent interests and varied aims 
of the Treaty Powers in China at the 
present time, we foreshadowed an inglorious 
peace following on disgraceful concessions, 
in which the return of the blood-stained 
Empress-Dowacer and ber infamous tools 
to power would occupy the most prominent 
place. In yesterday's issue we published a 
telezram from Shanghai, which stated that 
“all the foreign warships on the Yangtze 
“dressed ship and fired salutes in honour 
“of the Empress-Dowacer’s birthday.” 
We most sincerely hope that our correspon- 
dent was misinformed, that he was made 
the victim of a practical joke, even that he 
has lied to play one off on us: anything 
rather than that such a statement should 
be verified. If it indeed be true, then 
great: blame is attachable somewhere. 
Perhaps somebody has blundered again, 
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but it is certainly hardly worthy, in its 
present condition, of this great port. Sir 
Henry Braxx has evidently recognised 
this fact, for in the course of his speech at 
the opening ceremony he promised*to have 
provision made for the accommodation— 
shelter and rest—of the passengers using it. 
He said he thought the pier should have a 
roof, in order to give shelter in wet weather ; 
and he might have added also from the 
fierce rays of the sun in summer. ‘The 
public landing. stages at Colombo, Penzng, 
and Singapore are all roofed over to their 
full extent, and certainly Blake Pier should 
afford protection from sun and rain to those 
using it: We are quite ready to admit that 
here we have to consider the typhoons ‘which 
periodically play havoc with all structures 
that oppose resistance to the wind, especial- 
ly when situated near the water. It is 
possible that it may be found inadvisable to 
roof the whole structure or even to cover it 
with anything more substantial than a mat 
roof. If this should prove to be the case, 
however, we hope that something more 
tasteful than the ragged-looking mat-sheds 


. which usually disfigure our wharves may be 


erected on Blake Pier, and that the central 
city landing-stage may be made a credit 
and not a reproach to the port. 

The announcement made by the Gov- 
EENOR of his intentions with regard to the 
Clock Tower was received with general 
satisfaction. He said:—*I am glad to 
“hear from the Director of Public Works 
“that the timely precaution has been tek n 
“to so arrange the foundations that in time 
“to come the Clock Tower may be erected 
“at the base of the pier. I hope that hy 
“next year I shall be able te include in 
“the Kstimates a sum to prvide for the 
“removal of the Clock Tower from its pre- 
“sent position, where it is a serious obstruc- 
“tion to traffic, and its replacement at the 
“ base of this pier.” When the Clock ‘lower 
was erected, in 1862, nearly forty years ago, 
the traffic was-not a fifth of what it now is, 
not a siugle jinricksha existed in the Colony, 
bicyéles were unknown, and vehicular traffic 
was confined to the few traps and carriages 
in which the residents were wout in the 
evening to tool out on the Shaukiwan Road. 
The tower then as now filled up the greater 
half of the space at the junction of the 
thoroughfare with Queen’s Road, but there 
was never much chance of collisions in those 
days, when the only noise of truffie arose 
from the tlud of the chair-coolics’ feet as 
they carried the taipans down to their offices. 
Since the introduction of jinrickshas and 
bicycles and the enormous increase of pedes- 
trian traffic, collisions have become constant 
in this busy portion of the city, and the 
time has indeed fully arrived’ when the 
Clock Tower should be muved forward. 
It was originally erected by public sub- 
scriptios, and the clock was presented 
by Messrs. Dovenas Laprark & Co. The 
Tower never was exaktly a “thing of 
beauty,” though itis not an ugly structure, 
and itis so hemmed in by lofty buildings 
as to be more or less obscured from view. 
On the new site prepared for it at the foot 
of Blake Pier, it will stand out in relief, for 
it will project in front. of the Pray, and 
be. visible for miles along the water face. 
We trust, however, that the new Clock 


4 Tower will be better proportioned than the 
: ‘original, more imposing, and more in keep- 


‘ing with the new surroundings. It should 
‘be not lecs than‘175 feet in height and should 
be built of granite from base to summit. The 
faces of the clock should also be larger, and

~ Originally designed to be, and was for many 
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all previous landing stages constructed here, | years—a boon to the residents and to

shipping alike. It would be a great pity to 
set up anything that was not both useful and 
ornamental on such a site. We have not 
much to boast of architecturally, and a 
splendid opportunity now occurs to mark the 
centre of Victoria by a really imposing and 
beautiful Tower, which would point the way 
and give the time to all arriving on our 
shores. The Government were never in so 
good a position to spend a little money on 
the adornment and convenience of the tity. 
They will have a largely increased revenue 
during the current year and the sale of land 
goes on merrily. Sir Henry Braxe is 
therefore most fully justified in carrying 
out this much needed improvement, and we 
trust, that he will proceed to inaugurate it 
without any more delay than is necessary to 
decide on the plans for the new tower. 


WHAT THE TRANS-SIBERIAN 
RAILWAY HAS DONE.

English and other critics of the Trans- 
Siberian Railway Lines are apt to dwell on 
its faulty and inadequate construction and 
its insufficiency for the work which it is 
already called upon to do. They often speak 
of it as if it were a failure, commercially and 
strategically, and had disappointed the ex- 
pectations which were entertained about it. 
An excellent corrective for such views and 
statements will be found in the November 
number of the Monthly Review, which con- 
tains an article called “ The Trans-Siberian- 
Manchurian Railway,” by Mr. A. R. 
CorguHoun. ‘The writer alludes to the 
cavillers and does not think their criticisms 
will cut Russia to the heart. Russia, he 
says, ‘does not play to the gallery of Ku- 
rope ; she knows what she wants and usually 
gets it, though her way of doing so may be 
uulike ours under similar circumstances.” 
He goes on to say of Russia's aims in con- 
structing the line :-——“ Her chief object was 
“not to be able, as many people seem to 
“imagine, to pour so many thousand men 
“across Asia every day. She flung 
“the line, in advance of the settlers, across 
“Siberia as rapidly as possihle—with in- 
“ered ble rapiditv--on much the same prin- 
“ciples that lines have heen pushed across 
“great sections of the United States. And her 
“action was justified. As soon as the line 
“could stand traffic at all it was crowded, 
“settlers pouredin and townships sprang up 
‘onevery side. Laryedistricts were portioned 
“out, irrigation and draining on a large 
“scale were begun, and along the route, 
“before so desolate, life-and energy caine 
“into being. One ef the ereatest difficulties 
‘of the Trans-Siberian Railway solved itsel!, 
“and is still in process of solution, as it 
“goes along. ‘The line has no longer, except 
“in a few tracts, to run through empty 
“desert.” The extent to which settling in 
Siberia has been affected is shown by the 
immigration figures, which in 1893 were 
61,485 and-in 189$ 233,981. During the 
seven years nineteen million acres of State 
lunds have become immigration lots, five- 
sevenths already in occupation. Since 1887 
a million men have entered Siberia; last 
May 10,000 were awaiting transport at 
Cheliabinsk, and large numbers are being 
brought by sea monthly from Odessa to 
Vladivostok. These, Mr. CoLquaoun says, 
are no unworthy results fora “ strategical 
railway” scarce nine years old. The great 
object being to get the line working as soon 
as possible, careful comstruction has been so 
far neglected in favour of speed. But

But, says the writer whom 
we have quoted, “the Russians probably 
consider the settling up of Siberian as a 
sufficient return for their outlay without. 
any great immediate commercial return; 
for it-must be remembered that Siberia 


is no barren desert, but is full 
of natural resources.” There are not 
wanting prophets to foretell the days 


when Siberia will rival the Rind, and the 
gold cxport already, in spite of deterrent 
regulations, unscientific methods, and ab- 
sence of appliances, exceeds £5,000,000 per 
annum.

Russia there- 
fore in hastening the progress of the line 
even at a much increased ultimate cost of 
construction is showing great thought for 
the future—provided that she can bear the 
heavy outlay now and for some years to 
come. There are those who doubt this, but 
Russiz is not yet at the end of her resources. 
Looking at the great railway enterprise dis- 
passionately apart from any- questions of 
international policy involved, Englishmen 
cannot but be struck with admiration for 
the minds which planned it and put it into 
guch rapid execution.

THE CHINA ASSOCIATION AND 
THE CHINA LEAGUE.

In the new publication of the China Asso- 
ciation, to which we have already referred 
briefly, the Appendi which deals with the 
then proposed and now existent China 
League will be read with interest..

Guwpey, explained that, the necessity 

of: instructing the electorat> concerning 

China being present to the minds of many 

and having more than once been urged on the 

Association by Mr. YERsuRGH, the concrete 

~ proposition before the Committee had re- 

sulted. He went on to sa that, though the 

advice of the Association had been willingly 

received by the Foreign Office when the 

matter lay within its power as a Depart- 

ment, when it came to questions of high 

policy the Association failed. Such ques- 

tions were Government questions, and 

the Government would not move with- 

out—a mandate from the electorate. The 

Chairman, Mr. W. Keswick, also thought 

the Association an unsuitable body for 

the education of the electorate. He held 

. that a body aiming at educating public 

opinion, and thus by means of the electors 

influencing the Government on Chinese 

questions, should be Parliamentary, while 

the China Association would do well by 

retaining its individuality and continuing 

to supply information as hitherto to the 

Government Departments. This view was 

upheld by a large majority of the Committee. 

Sir Ricnarp Rennre, who queried the in- 

fluence of the Association with the Foreign 

Office, drew a reply from Mr. Guxpry, who 

ointed to various matters on which the in- 

fluence of the Association had led to good 

resulta in the shape of concessions from 

China in the question of freedom of trade, 

open of Treaty Ports, the appointment 

ofa Commercial Attaché, etc. Mr. G. JAMIE- 

gon agreed with Mr. Gunpry. that the 

‘Association had done much, but thought it 

could do more.

The 
idea, prevailed that the suggested expansion 
would cut at the root of the Association’s 
former usefulness from its connection with 
the Foreign Office. Mr. D. Rerp, indeed, 
thought that it would alienate the active 
voluntary efforts of many members both at 
home and in the East. Sir Ceci. SmirH 
deprecated the loss of the friendly and even 
confidential relations established with the 
Foreign Office which would follow from the 
change of the Association's scope. By ex- 
pansion the Association would lose, not gain, 
influence in official quarters. It was in fact 
strongly felt by most of those present that 
the suggested change would abolish in its pre- 
sent form a very useful body, substituting for 
it a very mecessary one, which, however, 
could not do the same work. Tt cannot be 
doubted, we think, that the Association 
acted for the best in refusing to expand. 
The result of its action has been that a 
China League has been founded to carry 
on the task of bringing the country and, 
through it, the Government to a sense of 
their ignorance on Chinese affairs; while 
the Assuciation is free to carry on vigorous- 
ly its invaluable, if unostentatious, work in 
connection with the Foreign Office. Two 
good instruments are better than one, 
especially when they are used to cope with 
difficulties such as confront those who aim 
at bringing the people of England to a sense 
of what they run the risk of losing in the 
Far East.

He believed 
that that was the difficulty. He thought that 
instead of passing the resolution of the Medical 
Officer of Health it would be o good thing 
to appoint a sub-committee of the Board 
to go into the question de novo and ascer-. 
tain, supposing the refuse-destructors were 
a success, huw many refuse-destructors would 
be required and what would be the total expense. 
It was possible they would find that they did 
not want as many destructors as some people 
thought. He was in favour of a refuse 
destructor. He thought their present system 
was a slovenly one—carrying the refuse out 
to sea and letting some of it drop over the side 
of the boat into the harbour. 

Dr. Crarx having obtained the permission of 
the President to explain, said that this question 
of experiment had been raised before.. He 
“had previously pointed out that the only reason 
‘why it was necessary to experiment was that it 
was absolutely necessary in every city to ascer- 
tain how many cells were required to destroy 
the refuse of the éity. That, of course, was be- 
cause of the varied character of the refuse. 
England there was a large quantity of cinders ; 
in India thé refuse was totally different than 
the refuse in this city. Personally he did not 
see any use in appointing a committee to in- 
vestigate the question. They had an excellent 
report on the question by Mr. Crook, the late 
Surveyor, who recommended six colls to be 
created at Kennadytown, and where they had 
discovered what proportion of the refuse of the 
city these six cells would consume, they would 
be in a position to-day how many more cells 
would be required—the total number required 
would probably be 10 but they might only 
require 8 and on the other hand they might 
need 12 or even 14. In any case no Committee 
of investigation could do any good until the 
question of the combustibility of our city refuse 
is decided by actual experience. 

Mr. OsBornez, in seconding, said that he 
thought two destructors at the most would be 
all which would be required. 

The PRESIDENT said that before putting this 
matter to the Board he might say that this 
matter had been before the Pablic Works Com- 
mittee more than once. In defence of the un- 
official members he must say that they were not 
responsible alone for throwing it out. He as 
chairman of the Public Works Committee was 
very uncertain indeed with regard to these refuse 
destructors. They had been a success in some 
places and a failure in others. They had col- 
lected an enormous mass of correspondence on 
the subject from India, Singapore, and else- 
where, and this was waiting to go before the 
Public Works Committee again when he got a 
reply from Bombay. With regard to what 
seemed tobe the most useful afid economical 
destructor to put up as an experiment he must 
say that Mr. Cook’s proposal seemed to him to 
be a very costly experiment indeed. Mr. Crook 
proposed that they should spend $60,000 to put 
a destructor at Konnedytown which would only 
deal with one-third of the refuse of thé City. He 


_ did not mean to say it would cost three times that 


ammount to deal with the whole of the refuse of 

the city, but Mr. Crook himself told the Public 

Works Committee that it would cost double 

that sum to deal with the total refuse of the 
“city. He thought it would be a good thing te 
dump the refuse on to the barren territory on 
the other side of the harbour. 

Dr, CuaerK said that in view of the Presi- 
dent's explanation he was prepared to withdraw 
his resolution. He merely wanted to ventilate 
the subject in view of the urgency of the ques- 
tion of the disposal of the carcases of animals 
that die of disease or accident almost daily.at 
Koennedytown.

THE KALGAN EXPEDITION. 

The following remarks from the leading arti- 
cle in the N.-C. Daily News of the 3rd instant 
throws some light on the incomplete and rather 
mysterious telegram last week about a serious 
reverse to the German expedition to Kalgan :— 

We get so little news of military movements 
(says our comtemporary) that it would seem the 
censorship must be at work again. We have 
heard very little of the proceedings of Count 
York von Wartenburg, who was in command of 
the Kalgan expedition, and what we have heard 
has come principally through German sources. 
We heard that Count York, after accepting 
the surrender of Huailsi, was deterred from 
proceeding to Hsuenhua because he heard that 
a force of 10,000 Chinese troops would oppose 
him there, and had sent back to Peking for 
reinforcements. It seemed impossible that any 
European commander should hesitate to attack 
10,000 Chinese with 2,000 Europeans, and we 
were glad to get the subsequent news that 
Count York was marching on again without 
waiting for reinforcements. The Chinese, of 
course, made ansther stratagic movement to the 
rear when they heard that the German expedi- 
‘ion had started again. Qn the 27th ult. we 
heard that Count York had occupied Hsuenhaa 
without fighting, and that he sent a flying 
column to harass the Chinese, who had come up 
with the Chinese General's rearguard and killed 
some thirty of them. Then came the news that 
the Germans had met with a serious re- 
verse; our correspondent at Tientsin refers 
to it as an occurrence of which we were expected 
to have the particulars already, but nothing 
more than this has been made public hero. 
Then we have the news published this morning 
that Count York was killed by charcoal fumes 
on the night of the 27th ult. Travellers in 
}.ongolia in the winter, and men who go up 
on shooting expeditions, are always warned 
not to go to sleep with o charcoal stove in 
their room, and it is a really terrible thing 
that a distinguished soldier should be car- 
ried off thus ignominiously in the course 
of an almost bloodless campaign. It ap-

NEW GOVERNOR OF CHEKIANG.. 

The removal of the Governor of Chekiang 
from his post by Imperial edict, and the ap- 
pointment in. his ees of Yun Tsuyi, the 
present Provincial Treasurer, gives considera- 
able satisfaction both to the Chinese and for- 
eign officials in the Yangtsze region, says the 
Mercury. Liu Shutang, the removed official, 
is old and has been very feeble in his rule 
for some time past. He allowed the proclama- 
tion ordering the extermination of foreigners 
to be posted in his jurisdiction, and afterwards: 
had to withdraw it, but not before the evil 
had taken root, with the result that the Chnu- 
chow massacre followed. Latterly he has failed 
to keep the disorder reported on tho sea-coast 
down, and generally he has been a thorn in the 
side of the authorities keeping order in these © 
regions. His successor, on the other hand, has 
a good record for firmness and ability, and ac- 
cording to the reports of Chinese officials at 
Shanghai is certainly not intensely ntl toree 
to say the least. He is expected to put affairs 
right within his government in very short order. 


THE MIAOTZE “RESCUE ARMY.” 

Referring toa Wuchang despatch published 
about two months ago in its columns reporting 
the arrival at Siangtan, Hunan, of some 5,000 
Miaotze aboriginal troops who had been raised 
in Kweichou for the “rescue” of the Empress 
Dowager in the North, the N.-C. Datly News 
now quotes a second despatch to the offect that, 
owing to want of funds to pay these Miaotsoe 
troops as well as lack of supplies en route, this 
Miaotze brigade is still at Siangtan, having re- 
fused to march another step unless given their 
full dues. Of late the impatience of the ab- 
origines has caused them to prey upon the 
country ; and to stop them from doing so—they 
had hitherto maintained some discipline—tho 
Governor of Hunan, Yii Lien-san, has been 
compollod to give the troops one-half of their 
pay, the remainder to be paid by the Governor 
of Kweichou, who sent them up North. |

This again isan impossibility just 
now, for with only one or two milk-and-water 
exceptions—otherwise they would never have 
succeeded in remaining in Court until now—all_ 
those now around the Throne are strong consor-.

We ali remember. with what equani- 
mity one saw the typhoon cone hoisted on the 
8th November, and even when the red ball was 
changed to black and the cone was changed to 
a drum people went about their business quite 
satisfied that one would have nothing more

on the evening of the 9th I saw that 
while the black cone was hoisted still the 
junks were moored in their usual places off 
Yaumati and Mong-kok-tsui, and not collected 
in the shelters, as they would have heen in the 
previous month after a similar warning. The 
fact was that nobody believed that we were 
goimg to have o bad typhoon in November. 
But as the evening closed in and the night wore 
on we realised that a fierce typhoon held us in its 
grip, and at daybreak next morning the minute

tale of distress and were gallantly responded to 
by Her Majesty’s ship Otter, which, ably 
handled by Commander Wilkin, saved the crow 
of the Sandpiper with the exception of one 
unfortunate man, only a few minutes before she 
sankat her monrings —(applause)—and the waves 
surging right up: to and over the Kowloon 
godowns showed in what a furious sea the fleet 
of janks, hidden by the blanket of mist, wera 
straining. When the typhoon was passed and 
launches could live, I went over that Yau- 
mati shore and I shall never forget the scene 
of desolation that, met my gaze. A mass of 
debris, consisting of shattered launches, junks, 
and boats, lined the shore. In that one night 
20 launches and over 20 junks and boats were 
shattered, while ashore houses were blown 
down and mat-sheds utterly demolished. In 
that night in this harbour the police 
returns collected a few days afterwards 
showed that between 90 and 100 lives were 
lost, but that was not the full tale, for the 
Captain of one of the Canton boats saw sunk 
close by on the other side of Stonecattor's 
Island two junks with 20 people on board, not 
a soul of whom was saved nor have their bodies 
_ been recovered. That night was not without 
its gallant deeds there, aud among those 
nt deeds never was a case in which a 

hero met death more bravely than the Naval 
Yard Policeman Duncan, who, seeing two 
Chinese women in 4 sampan, which was being 
dashed against the wall of the Torpedo Dapét at 
Kowloon, jumped into the sampan and in a vain 
attempt-to save them perished with them.

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Friday, the 30th ult., being St. Andrew's Day 
the annual ball promoted by the St. Andrew's 
Society of Hongkong took placg in the City 
Hall.

buildings thereon, was of the value of about 
$200,000 at the least. After the completion of 
the works in the immediate front of their Lot, 
the plaintiffs were unable to obtain more than 
$110,000 for the Lot and the buildings thereon, 
and this depreciation was entirely owing to the 
conversion of the Lot from a Marine into an 
Inland Lot. - 

The plaintiffs were not assenting -parties 
under the proms of the Ordinance’ to the 
execution ef the reclamation works, and accord- 
ingly, acting on their opinion as to the con- 
struction of the Ordinance which is stated 
in paragraph 10 of the Petition, viz, that it 
is the duty of the Governor to inquire into all 
cases of loss or damage sustained through the 
operation of the Ordinance by non-assenting 
Crown lessees affected by the works and to award 
them such sum of money or such Crown leage 
of new land as he in his absolute discrotion ma 
think sufficient by way of compensaton for such 
loss and damage, they called upon and required 
the then Acting Governor, Major-General 
W. Black, C.B., to inquire into the loss 
and damage sustained by them through the 
operation of the Ordinance. On the 22nd 
November, 1898, Major-General Black pro- 
fessed to award to the plaintiffs the sum 
ef $15,000 by way of compensation for the loss 
and damage sustained by them by reason of the 
execution of the works. But Major-Genoral 
Black did not make any proper inquiry into the 
plant claim or into their loss and damage; 

a did not hear the plaintiffs, by themselves or 


gave them no opportunity of calling evidence 
to prove their loss and damage; he illegally and 
improperly received evidence put in by the Go- 
vernment in opposition to their claim, without 
giving them any opportunity of knowing what 
that evidence was or of contesting it; he took 
evidence in their absence and behind their backs’; 
and finally his so-called award was not in ac- 
cordance with such evidence as was put before 
him, he wholly disregarded it, and awarded to 
the plaintiffs 8 much less sam than they ap- 
peared to be entitled to on the evidence. 

These are the allegations of fact on which the 
plaintiffs found their claim for relief. The 
reliof asked for is that the award of the Acting | 
Governor, Major-General Black, may be set 
aside and may be declared by the Court to be 
null and avoid. : 

I proceed in the next place to examine 
the provisions of the Ordinance under 
which the works which the plaintiffs allege 
have caused léss and damage to their pro- 
perty were expouted. The Ordinance is num 
bered 16 of 1889, and it was enacted on the | 
10th May, 1889.' Its title is “ An Ordinance | 
to carry out a scheme for the Reclamation of 
the foreshore opposite the City of Victoria.” 
The preamble is in the following terms :— 

“Whereas the foréshore of the harbour of 
Victoria is in process pf silting up to the detri- 
ment of the health and commerce of the Colony, 


by their counsel, in support of their claim; he | 


and to provide a deep water frontage; and 
whereas tho area of level land for building and 
for roads and quays and open spaces along the 
sea front of the City of Victoria is insufficient 
to meet the growing wants of the Colony, and 
it is expedient to enlarge the same.” 

Hy section 2 it is declared that “the works 
authorised by the Ordinance and all works for 
the offectual and convenient carrying out of 
the same are works for the improvement of the 
Colony and for a ‘public purpose’ within the 
pene of that term as contained in tho 
Crow? leases of lands in the Colony.” 

Section 3 provides that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor to carry out the authorised works 
according to the approved plans. It also pro- 
vides for deviations from the plans, for the im- 
mediate commencement and continuance of the 
works, and for the necessary staff and plent for 
carrying them out. 

Section 4 describes the works authorised by 
the Ordinance. They are as follows :— 


and it is expedient to put a stop to such process 


(c.) The reclaiming and filling up of the fore- 
shore and bed of the harbour lying 
between the present Praya wall and the 
intended embankment. 

By section 5 power is given to the Governor 
to remove all cbateactions to the works, as in 
his judgment may be necessary. 

Section 6 deals with the reclaimed land and 
the land occupied by the present Praya road- 
way and wall along the line of the reclamation. 
These lands are declared to be the property of 
the Crown and to be subject to the disposition 
of the Governor in the same way as other Crown 
lands, and all private property, rights, and ease- 
mente in or in relation to them or in relation 
to any wharf, eto., thereon are declared to be 
absolutely extinguished and determined. 

The provisions of section 7 are long and some- 
what complicated, but they are very material for 
the purposes of the present case. There is in 
the first place a preamble in which it is recited 
that the Crown lessees whose lands are along 
tho line of the proposed reclamation, or the 
majority of them, have declared their readiness 
to contribnte to the cost of the works provided 
the Governor will grant to them Crown leases 
of such equitable proportion of the reclaimed 
land as may be available, having regard to 
public requirements for roads, etc. and to the 
claims of the lessees as between themselves. It 
is further recited that the cost of the works is 
to include a sum not exceeding 95,600 for pre- 
liminary expenses, a sum not exceeding $180,000 
by way of compensation to owners and occupiers 
of wharves and piers along the line of the pro- 
posed reclamation, and a sum not ceoonding 
$105,000 for the purchase of certain specified 
land in course of reclamation. Provision is 
than made as follows :— 
(i.) For the making and depositing at the 

Land Registry Office of a plan showing in 

datail the portion of the proposed reclama- 

{ion assigned to lessees in respect of their 

lots of land, and the plan is Geir annexed 

to it a Schedule containing a list of the les- 

‘ gecs and the approximate contribution re- 
quired from each of them in respect of the 
cost of his portion of the reclamation ; 

(ii.) For the notification of the deposit of the 
plan and the publication of the Schedule, 
and for the signification in writing within 
two months thereafter by lessees who are 
desirous of entering into the agreement 
hereinafter mentioned of their acceptance of 
the portions of land assigned to them on 
the plan and of their intention to enter into 
ana ment ; 

(ii.) For authorising the Governor, if ho thinks 
fit, within one month from the expiration 
of the above-mentioned two months, to enter 
into an agreement, in the form contained in 
the Schedule to the Ordinance, with the 

‘lessees individually who have signified their 
acceptance and intention as above men- 
tioned, and for authorising the Governor 
to dispuse of the reclaimed land in accord- 
ance with the agreements ; 

(iv.) For rectifying errors in the quantity 
or area of land agreed to be granted ; and 
(v.) For limiting (subject to sub-section vii.) 
tho liability of each lessee to the actual 
cost of the reclamation of the land agreed 
to be grante! to him and of the authorised 

works in connexion therewith. 

The next sub-section is vory material. It is 

in the following terms :— 

 (vi.) In case any lessee shall not signify his 

acceptance in the manner and within tho 
time provided in sub-sections (ii.) and (iii.) of 
this section he shall have no claim to any 
compensation in respect of any depreciation 
of his lot by reason of the said works, but the 
Governor may if he thinks fit award to him 
such a sum of money or such a Crown lease 
of now land as he may in his absolute dis- 
cretion think sufficiont as and by way of 
compensation for any injury that such lessee 
may have sustained by the said works.” 

Sub-section (vii.) provides for the payment by 
the lessees of a proportionate part of any -ox-

Tho form of agreement is contained in the 
Schedule to the Ordinance. 

The historical position of the plaintiffs’ claim 
has now, I think, been-made clear. They were 
Crown lessees and, as such, marine lot-holders 


affected by the scheme who did. not enter into 


the agreement mentioned in the Ordinance, and 
they allege that their property having become 
depreciated in value by the execution of. the 
works, it was the duty of the Governor to hold 
an inquiry into their claim for compensation. 
They further allege that the Acting Governor 
did hold such an inquiry, but that he held it 
in such a one-sided and improper manner that 
tho Court will set aside the award founded upon 
it. It remains to consider whether, having re- 
gard to the provisions of the Ordinanoe,. the 
Court has jurisdiction to inquire into the con- 
duct and proceedings of the Acting Governor, 
and, if necessary, to set aside his award. 


The general scope and purpese of the Or- 
dinance are sufficiently plain. Tho Legislature 
of the day Pecheruised: that it was a matter fof 
great importance for the health and commerce 
of the Colony that a. large reclamation of the 
foreshore Sppostte the City of Victoria should 
be made anda deep water frontage provided, 
and, a majority of the Crown lessees affected by 
the proposed works having agreed to contribute 
to the cost of the works on certain’ terms, it 
proceeded to make provision for the execution 
of those works. The duty of carrying.out those 
works was imposed on the Governor, and he was 
invested with full and absolute powers for that 
pa But it was obvious that, inasmuch as 
arge and valuable interests were affected by 
the scheme, the progress of the works might be 
seriously ahyer: if the proprietors of those in- 
terests were at liberty to seek redress in the 
Courts of Justice for any injury to their in- 
terests which might be caused or supposed to be 
caused by the execution of the works. Accord- 
ingly the Legislature obviated this danger by 
deliberately excluding the ordinary varied, iction ~ 
of the Courts in respect of claims of that kind. 
This was the view taken of tho effect of the Or- 
dinance in the case of eee v. The Attorney: 
General which was decided .by the Full Court 
in 1890. In that case the en as trustee 
for the City Hall, sought an injunction to 
restrain the Government from pr ing with 
the reclamation works in front of the marine 
lot on which the City Hall stands, on the ground 
that the effect of the reclamation would be to 
interfere with his right of access and proximity 
to the sea, convert his holding into an inland 
lot, and thus diminish the value of his property. 
The Court refused the injunction asked for on 
the ground that, apart from tho Ordinance, the 
plaintiff was not entitled to an injunctien but 
only to damages. On the question of the effect 
of the Ordinance Russell, C.J., made the follow- 
ing observations :—‘ But ne from the merits 
of this particular case, whatever may be the 
rights of this or any other marine lot-holder, 
the jurisdiction of this Court is ousted by tho 
Praya Reclamation Ordinance. The Legis- 
lature has, by sec. 7, sub-seo. 6, enacted that 
Crown lessees who have not come in .under sub- 
gecs. 2 and 3 shall have no claim to compensation 
in respect of any depreciation of his (sic) lot by 
roason of the said works, and the Governor 1s 
vested with absolute discretion as to awarding 
conpensation to those who have not como into the 
agreement. If the plaintiff did attempt to come 
in under the agreement and was not permi 
or if he was refused any compensation by 
the Governor, still this Court cannot help 
him, for sections 6 and 8 extinguish all rights 
and remedies except those provided by the 
Ordinance, namely to have an equitable allot- 
ment or (qua of] ak are for injury 
as the Governor may decide.” And at the close 
of his judgment he ssys:—“ To put the matter 
shortly, I am of opinion that if the plaintiff 
has # cause of action at all, he is not entitled to 
sn injunction, but only to damages. Second, 
that any cause of action which he might have 
is taken away by the Ordinance, which veats in 
the Governor the power of saying what, if any, 
compensation sh allowed.”

without his ordinary remedy, he is provided 
with a special remedy for redress of his wrongs. 
This special remedy, it is said, consists in 
the establishment of a procedure by way of or 
analogous to arbitration by which his loss may be 


inquired into and compensation for it awarded. | any other way. The right is wholly taken awa 


The Governor, it is said, is constituted arbitrator 
in such a case and the duty is laid on him of 
inquiring into the case of the aggrieved lessee 
and of awarding him compensation for his loss 
and damage. It was very properly admitted 
by the Attorney-General that, if the Governor is 
indeed an arbitrator under the Ordinance, some 
of the things which are stated to have beon 
done by the Acting Governor cannot be sup- 
ported, and the Court will be justified in inter- 
fering in the exercise of its general jurisdiction 
over subordinate tribunals. But the question 
is, Is it really true that the Governor is con- 
stituted by the Ordinance an arbitrator, in the 
ordinary sense of that word, for the purpose of 
inquiring into the claims of injured lessees and 
of assessing and awarding compensation in 
respect of their loss and damage? It seems 
to me that this question must be answered in 
the negative. I will state shortly the reasons 
which have led me to form this opinion. 

A good deal of stress was laid by Mr. 
Francis, counsel for the plaintiffs, on the use 
of the word “ award” in section 7 (vi.) It was 
said that the word is a term of art and imports 
a quasi-judicial inquiry end determination 
and that it must be taken that the Legislature 
employed it in this technical sense, which is 
also its ordinary sense. It is true that this is 
the primary signification of the word, but it is 
equally true that the word is often used in a 
more general sense as meaning “to allow; to 
allot; to yield.” It appears to me that an 
examination of the whole of the context shows 
that in section 7 (vi.) the word “award” is 
used in the general and not in the special or 
technical sense. It will be noticed from the 
passage quoted above that Russell, C. J., in his 
jugment speaks of “an equitable allotment or 
oe of] compensation for injury.” 

There are, in my opinion, ‘several serious 
difficulties in the way of holding that section 
7 (vi) ‘of the Ordinance establishes a proced- 
ura by way of arbitration, with the Governor as 
arbitrator, for awarding of compensation in 
cases such as the one now before the Court. 

In the first place there is no machinery of 
arbitration provided, either by express enact- 
ment or by the familiar method of incorporat- 
ing the provisions of other statutes relating to 
arbitration. Nothing is said about the aggriev- 
ed lessee preferring his claim for loss or damage 
within a prescribed time, to a prescribed person, 
or ina prescribed manner. Nothing, again. is 
said about the Governor inquiring into such 
loss or damage, whether on a formal claim pre- 
ferred or otherwise. Supposing that he does 
so inquire, the:enactment is silent as to the 
right of the aggrieved person to appear before 
him or to submit evidence to him in support 
of his claim.

In the next place it may be pointed out that 
if the Court were to hold that it has jurisdiction 
to inquire into the Governor's proceedings in 
dealing with the case of a non-assenting lessee, 
it would be going a long way to defeat the mani- 
fest intention of the Legislature by assuming in- 
directly a jurisdiction the direct exercise of 
which the Legislature has forbidden in very 
clear and definite terms. 

So much for the construction of section 7 (vi.) 
voth in itself and in the light of the other 
provisions of the Ordinance, apart from section 
8. But it is urged on behalf of the plaintiffs 
that the language of this latter section lends 
considerable support to the view put -fer- 
ward for the plaintiffs as to the proper 
construction of section 7 (vi.). Section 8 
reads as follows :—‘‘ 8. Except as in this Ordin- 
ance provided, no marine lot-holder or other 
person shall be entitled as against the Crown to 
any damages or compensation for the deprecia- 
tion or injurious affecting of his property or 
business caused by, or resulting either directly 
or indirectly from, any of the said works.” It 
is said that the effect of this language is to con- 
vey a clear implication that section 7 (vis}“ pro- 
vides" that a non-assenting lessee ‘shall be 
entitled as against the Crown to damages or 
compensation for the depreciation or injurious 
affecting of his property or business" by the 
works, But, in my opinion, tho language of 
this enactment can receive its proper construc- 
tion without making it refer to section 7 (vi.) 
and so,as I think, straining the language of 
that enactment to a sense which it was not in- 
tended to bear. Fora reference to the recitals in 


the early part of section 7 will show that it was’. 


agreed that a sum not exceeding $180,000 was 
to be charged to the cost of the works by way 
of compensation to owners and occupiers of 
wharves and piers along the line of the pro- 
posed reclamation. This sum is definitely 
appropriated by way of compensation to 
this class of persons in respect of their 
injured interests, and I presume it may 
be taken for granted that this appropriation 
formed part of the compact or arrangement b 

virtue of which the works came to be executed. 
The title of this class of persons to this sum 
was complete, subject, of course, to a proper 
apportionment of it amongst the individual 
members of the class. It is probable that some 
members of this class were “marine lot- 
holders ;” at any rate, if they were not so, they 
were “other persons’ within the meaning of 
section 8. Here then is the exception “ pro- 
vided by the Ordinance” to the general rule 
established by the Ordinance that persons whose 
interests are injuriously affected by the works 
are not to be entitled to compensation for such 
injurious affecting. Even if there had not 
been this specific exception to which the open- 
ing words of section B can be taken to refer, [ 
very much doubt whether the words in that 
section which refer to title to compensation are 
sufficiently clear and wide in their scope to con- 
trol the construction of section 7 (vi.) so as to 
convert a mere moral claim to consideration and 
relief into a legal title to compensation, whether 
by arbitration or otherwise. 

With re to this matter of compensation 
to be @ to the owners and occupiers of 
wharves and piers, it is instructive to note the 
procedure prescribed by the Legislature for the 
apportionment of the sum assigned for that pur- 
The Praya Reclamation Ordinance, 1889, 
is silent as to the method of apportionment, 


this Ordinance the Director of Public Works 


the Supreme Court and the Court was to exercise 
summary jurisdiction for the settlement of such 
objections and difficulties. For this purpose the 
Court was invested with power to summon 
before it all persons concerned and to hear and 
determine’ their claims. It appears therofore 
that even where the right to compensation was 
absolute and formed part of the compact on 
which the scheme of the reclamation works was 
founded, the Legislature was desirous of avoidin 
as far as possible the delay and expense of lega 
and quasi-legal proceedings. 

In conclusion I may say that, although I am 
of opinion that the plaintiffs have failed to 
establish their claim to relief at the hands of 
this Court, I fully indorse the language used by 
Fielding Clarke, J., at the end of his judgment 
in Ryrio v. The Attorney General supra :— 
“Such a power of legislation must of necessity 
include the power to modify, alter, and even 
destroy, existing rights, although of course the 
greatest care should bo exercised that no injur: 
be inflicted without adequate compensation.’ 
Although the legal right is taken away, yet it 
cannot but be a point of honour with the 
Governor to pay full regard to the moral 
right. And where such a right is alleged, 
I havo no hesitation in saying that the claim- 
ant ought to be allowed a full opportunity of 
setting forth the grounds on which his alleged 
right rests and also of knowing and answering 
any facts and reasons which may be put forward 
in opposition to it. 

The result of the views which IT have now 
expressed is that the issue of law which has 
been argued before me must bo decided ad- 
versely to the plaintiffs and that judgment 
must be entered for the defendant, with his 
costs of suit. 

Mr. Francis ventured to remind his Lordship 
that in a previons case with relation to tho 
present claim there was a very strong intimation 
from the Court that in any settlement to be 
made the costs should be taken into considera- 
tion, good, bad or indifferent, had been given. 

His Lordship+-What has been done with that 
suit? Is it withdrawn P 

Mr. Francis—It is not withdrawn; it stands 
on the record. 

The Attorney General—Of course, there are 
two sets of costs. As regards the costs of the 
action against Sir William Robinson, your 
Lordship had only the advantage of hearing 
one side in that matter. You heard the full 
argument of Mr. Francis ~ 

Mr. Francis —- You heard the Attorney 
General for days. 

His Lordship—If I remember rightly you 
argued it fully. 

The Attorney General said he had prepared 
a very elaborate argument which, he thought, 
woul’ havo had the result of a verdict in his 
favour with costs, but he never had an oppor: 
tunity of putting before the Court his view. The - 
actual facts were all on record. A mandamus 
was applied for in the previous action for tho 
Court to order Sir William Robinson to take 
into consideration and investigate the claim. 
His learned friend argued in favour of that. 
He (the Attorney General) prepared an 
argument in reply, but owing to pressure 
of business the Court did not continue the 
hearing, and in the meantimo Sir Wil- 
liam Robinson had gone. Thereupon Mr. 
Francis asked that instead of Sir. William 
Robinson Major-General Black’s namo be in- 
serted. His reply to that was that the Court 
could not be asked to grant a mandamus until 
the person to whom the mandamus was to be 
issned had refused to do a thing he had been 
asked to be made to do, and Major-General 
Black had never been asked to make any award.

His Lordship said—There is not enough be- 
fore me to induce me to depart from my finding, 
but I will express this opinion:—Supposing the 
issues ‘of fact had been tried before the issues 
of law had been tried and determined, and you 
had proved to me that your allegations were 

-well founded, I should not have awarded the 
costs to the defendants. But on tho issue of law 
as now decided, I must give the defendant his 
costs. I think the best course will be to submit 
the matter to the Governor. 

Mr. Francis—If your Lordship thinks the 
Governor or the Attorney General will admit 
anything to be true, I am afraid it will be a very 
great mistake.. After the extremely liberal 
promises that were made in Court by the 
Attorney General, it is utterly hopeless to expect 
anything in the shape of justice. 

His Lordship—If those allegations are in any 
substantial dezree well founded, the Governor 
might properly forego the costs. 

Mr. Francis—Your Lordship will see these 
allegations are well founded. 

His Lordship—I am speaking of the allega- 
tions as to the mode of conducting the inquiry.

Mr. Francis said that this wasaclaim for 
money lent and interest on money lent. He 
-would ask his Lordship for permission in the 
first instance to amend the claim from $1,970.40 
to $1,848.40. 

Mr. Pollock objected, no notice having been 
given to him on the point, and Mr. Francis with- 
drew lis application. 

Mr. Francis, continuing, read the pleadings 
in the case. In his petition the plaintiff said 
he was a trader residing and carrying on bnsi- 
ness at 62, Praya Central. The defendant, Poon 
Hung, was a trador residing and carrying on 
business in co-partnership with another or 
others to the plaintiff unknown under the style 
oy firm name of the Yu Tseung Shing, at No. 
83, Queen's Road Central. The plaintiff on or 
about the 2Ist March, 1897, lent to the defen- 
dant so trading the sum of 8500 at interest at 
the rate 80 cents per 100 per month, and on or 
about the 27th March, 1897, a further sum of 
$500 at a like rate of interest, and on or ‘about 
the 2nd April, 1897, a further sum of $500 at a 
like rate of interest; the whole of the said 
moneys to be repayable on demand with 
interest at the rate aforesaid. The plain- 
tiff had repeatedly demanded from the defen- 
dant so trading as aforesaid the repayment of 
such sums of monoy with the interest due there- 
oa, but the defendant had always refused and 
still refused to repay to the plaintiif the said 
gums of money or any of them or any part 
thereof or of the interest due thereon, and the 
defendant was justly and truly indebted to 
the plaintiff‘ in the sum of $1,970.40. The 
plaintiff thorefore prayed that he might have 
judgment against Poon Hung and others the 
partners in the said Yu Tseung Shing firm, 
for the said sum of $1,970 with interest thereon 
at 8 per cent per annum from the date of writ 
to the date of judgment In his answer the 
defendant, Poon Hung, said he was a trader 
and resided and carried on business alone and 
not in co-partnership with another or others 
under the style or firm-name of the Yu Tseung 
Shing, 83, Queen's Road Central. The plain- 
tiff had not lent to the defendant, whether 
trading as the Yu Tseung Shing or otherwise, 
any sum of money whatever at any time 


‘whatever either at interest or otherwise. 
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The defendant denied that the plaintiff 
repeatedly demanded from him the payment 
of the sums in question, and said that the 
plaintiff asked the defendant personally for 
repayment once only. In further answer 
the defendant said that he refused to pay 
to the plaintiff the sums of money referred 
to in the petition or any of them or any part 
thereof or any interest thereon. and that he was 
not indebted. to the plaintiff in the sum of 
$1,970 or .any other sum. Continuing, Mr. 
Francis said dks loans made by tho plaintiff to 
the defendant's shop or place of business was in 
the ordinary course of Chinese custom. He 
did not believe there was a single shop or store 
doing business in Hongkong which did not 
habitually take money on deposit or loan for 
the ordinary purpose of its business. This shop 
habitually did take money from different cus- 
tomers or from anybody who had money to put 
out on deposit at interest, the money being 
repayable on demand. The person who was 
manager of the business at the time the money 
was lent was Chan U Long, who was then 
and still was a partner in the firm. The evi- 
dence he had to put before his Lordship was 
simply the evidence of the plaintiff, who would 
say under what circumstances he lent the 
snorley and who would produce the receipts 
for the money which he received from the 
man who acted as manager and accountant, and 
the evidence of a brother of that accountant, 
who was himself also equally interested in the 


firm. 

The plaintiff, on being called, said he was the 
proprietor of the Meng Li Chang Boarding 
House at No. 130, Des Voeux Road, the old 
Praya. The old No. was 62, Praya Central. 
He was also sole master of the Man Sing 
stationery shop, at No. 132, Queen's Road Cen- 
tral. He knew the Yu Tseung ching firm 
He had known it upwards of ten years. It 
carried on business in Queen's Road Central. 
It carried on business in tea. He had dealings 
with the firm in 1897. He bought a small 
quantity of tea now and then. He had 
also money dealings with the firm. Ho 
had lent money to the shop. He lent $1,000. 
Altogether he lent the shop 81,500. This 
$1,500 was money of his own. The $1,000 
was the money of his friend. The $1,000 had 
been repaid. Ho lent the §1,500 at three 
different times—$500 each time. He saw the 
accountant of the Yu Tseung Shing—Chan U 
Tong—and the money was handed to him. 

The brother of the man who was the manager 
and accountant in the defendant firm when the 
money in question was lent also gave evidence. 
Hoe was interested in the defendant firm and 
produced statements of accounts supplied to 
him showing that the defendant firm owed the 
plaintiff $1,509.

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DARING ESCAPE FROM AMERI- 
CAN TRANSPORT “GRANT.” 
— 


HANDCUFFED PRISONERS JUMP OVERBOARD. 

On Tuesday, the 4th inst., the American trans- 
port Grant arrived in Victoria Harbour from 
the Philippines to take the body of tho late 
Paymaster Barber, U.8. Navy, who died not 
long ago in Hongkong from typhoid fever, and 
whose body has been embalmed, to the United 
States for burial. The transport had cn board 
s large number of military prisoners, who 
were being conveyed to the States. During 
the evening eight of these prisoners, with 
sentences ranging from one to ten years, 
escaped in the most daring manner. Hand- 
cuffed though they were, the men yet 
managed to crawl through the ventilator lead- 
ing to their place of confinement, reaching 
the open air and comparative freedom. Having 
gotso far, they broke the chains connecting their 
handcuffs, then secured lifebelts, and crawl- 
ing down the anchor chains, dropped into the 
water, without waiting to lighten them- 
selves. by casting off their clothing. ‘1 he 
strange part of the whole affair is that the men 
appear to have been entirely unnoticed by the 
sentries, if sontries there were. They swam it 
the direction of Commissariat Pier, just off 
which they were espied by the - Chinese 
coxswain of the Commissariat launch Jubilee, 
whe was the only man on board the vessel. He 
at once put out and picked the men up, and 
steamed for the jetty. On reaching the pier, 
and before the coxswain could take the necessary 
steps to prevent it, the eight men, probably now 
rendered desperate, sprang ashore from the 
launch, leaving their life-belts behind, and bolted 
up Queen's Road East, getting clear away 

The police were at once communicated with, 
and active steps taken to effect the recapture of 
the men. One, we believe, has been secured, 
the handcuffs still on his wrists, but the others 
are still at liberty, although it is improbable 
that they will remain so for long. 

Later we hear that another of the escaped 
men was arrested at Wanchai on Wednesday 
evening, and has been detained at No. 2 Police 
Station pending instructions. 

The Grant ¥as to have sailed on the 5th 
inst, at 9.30.a.m., but her departure was delayed 
by the occurrence related above until next day. 

Three more of the eight escaped prisoners 
have since been arrested. They were found hid- 
ing among rocks at Kennedytown, and offered 
no resistance. These, with the two captured on 
Tuesday, make five in all again under restraint. 
The remaining three are unlikely to remain long 


at liberty.

ARRIVAL OF EARL BEAUCHAMP 
IN HONGKONG. 


—____-»— 

The Rt. Hon. Ear! Beauchamp, late Governor 
of New South Wales, arrived on Thursday in 
Hongkong by the Australian, and put up at the 
Hongkong Hotel, leaving again by the Sobraon 
to-day for Singapore. Lord Beauchamp's 
term of office in New South Wales was a short 
one, as he only arrived in July, 1899. It was 
officially stated before he left Australia that in 
departing so soon he considered that such a 
course was best in view of the desire of each 
colony to rearrange its local Covernorship. 
The Sydney Morning Herald, commenting on 
his departure, says that if his period of office 
has been a short one, it cannot be said that it 
has been an idle time. ‘‘ Indeed, his Excellency 
has participated in some history-moulding events 
in this the mother colony of the group,” our con- 
temporary continues. 
before the political horizon was ovecast, and when 
the storm burst it was to the accompaniment of 
thewreck of the Reid Ministry. Lord Beauchamp 
had to decide whether a dissolution of Parlia- 
ment should follow, and his decision was in the 
negative. He sent for Sir William (then Mr.) 
Lyne, and that gentlemen formed a Govern- 
ment which is still in power. The Governor 
also saw, from an Australian coign, the practical 
completion of the Federal Constitution —the 
making of a new nation—an epoch-marking 
event which is sufficiently gigantic and unique 
ta be in itself a cherished memory ; but in addi- 
tion his was the Governorship when Australia 
poured her soldiers out to help the Empire's 
cause in South Africa. and his was the Governor- 
ship, too, during that very bold act of adminis- 
tration —the uprooting of houses acd resumption 
of property for the purposes of stamping out 
the bubonic plague. Lord Beauchamp has, it is 
safe to say, seen more of New South Wales and 
Australasia in 15 months than any of hix pre- 
decessors did. He thoroughly explored the 
North Coast districts, journeyed across the west 
to Broken Hill, visited New Zealand and some 
of the islands, and made many incursions to the 
interior of the colony.” 

Lord Beauchamp was born in 1872, and 
educated at Eton and Christchurch, Oxford. 
Before coming out to Australia he served as 
Mayor of Worcester, being one of the youngest 
Mayors on record. He is unmarried, and during 
his stay at Syduey his sister, Lady Mary Lygon 
shared with him the social responsibilities of his 
position. Our Australian contemporary records 
that in addition to being a considerable traveller, 
he evinced great interest in matters appertain- 
ing to the Church, art, music, education (par- 
ticularly technical education), and some aspects 
of sport. He was Commodore of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron at Sydney and was owner of 
a yacht.

LADY BLAKE AT: THE WOMAN’S 
CONFERENCE, SHANGHAT. 


——— 


The closing address delivered by Lady Blake * 
at the final mixed meeting on the Woman's 

| Conference, Shanghai, on Friday fortnight, is 
pee in the N.-C. Daily News. Lady Blake 
said :— 

I thank you all most heartily for passing a 
vote of thanks to me for on act that needed no 
thanks, namely for having come up here to have 
the privilege and pleasure of learning 80 much 
that is new and interesting to me, and, I hope - 
I may add, of having made some new friends 
amongst you all. We have now concluded the 
consideration of the subjects that were selected 
for discussion at this confere:ce on the Home 
Life of Chinese Women. We have all, I am — 
sure, been keenly interested in the oxcellent 
papers and addresses with which we have 
been favoured, containing so much informa- 
tion from all. parts of this vast Empire, 
that must have been new to many of us. 

I regret to find that the lot of Chinese 
women—especially of the lower classes“ appears 
on closer observation even a less agreeable one 
than I had thought. The hard fate of so many 
of the slave-girls, for example, must excite the 
pity and sympathy of all’ men and women not 
altogether selfishly insensible to sufferings from 
which they are exempt. But while we have 
been gazing on a good deal of the darker side of 
the lives of the women and girls of China, we 
must not forget that shadows cannot oxist 
| without light, so there must be a bright 
sido in life for many Chinese women, and 
tgomo of the papers read have ‘shown us that 
{no small number of Chinese ladies, indepen- 
| dently of European influences, extend noble- 
{minded and practical charity to those amongst = 
‘their humbler neighbours who may stand in 
‘need of such assistance. Possibly somo of us 


‘ Chinese by the standards of the lower orders, 
with whom as a general rule Europeans are 
chiefly thrown. . How would the denizens of 
our ancient cathedral closes, or the occupants 

| of our manor houses at home, like foreigners to. 
judge them by the standard of the inhabitants 
of the lower stratum of our society and the 
waifs and strays who too often in other lands 
bring the reverse of oredit on their country P 
I cannot help hoping likewise that as hsbit 
becomes second naturo—and that to which 
we aro accustomed seemed less dreadful, even 
when intrinsically as bad—so some things 
that to us would make existence a purgatory, 
may not be quite so terrible to the women of 
China, as thay appear to us. I would fain 
hope that even in such a matter as foot-binding, 
there raay be some alleviation to tho sufferings 
of those who practise it, in the pride that is 
eaid to feel no pain. Of the deleterious offects 
of the practice—physically and mentally—there 
can he no doubt, and it is most satisfactory to 
find that the spark of resistance to the fashion 
of foot-binding has been kindled in many parts 
of China. As new ideas permeoato the empire, 
L have no doubt the women of China will not 
be greater slaves to undesirable fashions or 
customs than are the women of other lands. 
The greater number of the ills and discom- 
forts in the lives of Chinese women, 1 
cannot help thinking, must be eradicated by 
the woman of China themselves, all that out- 
siders can do is to place the means of doing 
so within their reach. As year by year the 
number increases of cultivated and enlightened 

i Chinese ladies, trained in Western science and 

modes of thought, while retaining their own 

distinctive characteristics—so will each of them 
prove a stronger contre from which rays of 

- good influence will reach out to their country-‘ 
women. I was once given a flower that had 
rathor a remarkable history. I was told that 
‘somewhere in Greoce, a mine had been 
found that was supposed to have been 
worked by the ancient Greeks. Its site 
was marked by great heaps of rocks and 
refuse, The Greeks of old, great as was * 
their genius, which in some ways exceeded that 
of modern days—were not acquainted with a 
great deal that science has revealed to us, and 
in examining these heaps of stones and rubbish 
flung out of the mine in days of old— it was 
found that most of it contained ore, the pro- 
gence of which had never before been suspected, 
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but which was sufficient in amount to make it 
worth while submitting the refuse to a process 
that would extract the latent wealth. So the 
great heaps of stone were removed, for 
smelting or some such process, and when the 

were taken away, from the ground Denon th 
them sprang up plants, which in due time wore 
covered with beautiful small yellow pojpies 
of a kind not previously known to gardeners, 
It was supposed that the seed of the flowers 
, must have lain hidden in the earth for centuries. 
May it not be like this with China? In her 
bosom have long lain dormant the seeds of what 
we call progress, which have been kept from 


germinating by the superincumbent weight of - 


ideas, which—while they may contain in them- 
selves some ore worth extracting—must be 
refined in order to be preserved, and must be 
uplifted in order -to enable the flowers of truth, 
purity, and happiness to flourish in the land. 
Two of the heaviest rubbish heaps that crush 
down the blossom progress are ignorance and 
prejudice. I trust that the Conference we have 
just held may prove of some use in removing 
them.

Canton, lst December. 

RETURN OF THE BLACK FLAG GENERAL. 
The Black Flag general, Lin Yungfu, has 
returned to Canton and made calls upon Acting 
Viceroy Taksow and other officials. On his 
way back, when between Ching Yiin and Ying 
Tak, he sighted several boats, and on enquiry 
was told that they belonged to certain pirates, 
who levied blackmail upon the cargo and pas- 
senger-boats on that route. Thereupon he 
ordered all the black flags on board to be taken 
down, and made his boats look like merchant 
vessels, preparing all the guns and rifles for 
a fight. On approaching the pirates his fleet 
fired into them. The pirates-were quite un- 
prepared and Liu Yung-fu killed several of 
them, bringing two back as proof of his deed. 
It is said that he and his soldiers will shortly 
_ proceed by order of the Viceroy to Waichow, 


‘ Chingyiin, Fayiin, and.Chiitaoshan, to destroy 
’ the pirates and Triad Society men. 


A NEW CANTON COMPANY. 

A certain great capitalist, by name Fung 
Pak Lum, of the Sai Kwan district, is going to 
start a company (for Canton is now full of 
enterprise, and the Chinese suthorities are 
about to farm out all descriptions of business to 
raise money) to take a monopoly of the Kuk- 
fao floating brothels and flower-boats, as well as 
all the brothels on shore. The company is to 
receive the name of “The Society for the Pro- 
tection of Women and Girls.” Fung Pak Lum 
estimates that his earnings will be immense, 
many applications having been sent in for 
shares. He has sent a petition to the 
Viceroy, and is awaiting an answer. This 
enterprise will probably be successful on ac- 
count of the straitened circumstances in which 
the Government finds itself. 

A FAMILY MURDERED AT HEUNGSHAN. 

On the 25th ult. at 7 p.m. two thieves went 
info the family house of Lao Shang-sam at 
Heungshan and murdered eight persons—the 
wife, who was eicizen-e, three sous aged three, four, 
aud six years respectively, twodaughters, and two 
servant-girls ; the husband being absent. Late 
in the following morning one of the neighbours, 
who saw the door still shut, knocked and, hear- 
ing no answer to her summons, suspecting some- 
thing wrong, called other neighbours, and with 
their help burst open the door. On entering they 


found dead bodies lying about in pools of blood. 


on the ground. One of the servant-girls, aged 
twelve, who was seriously wounded, was alive and 
still able to relate the perpetration of the cruel 
deed. She said thaton the evening in question 
a man came into the house to await the return 
of her master Lao Shang Sam, who was ina 
-pawnshop, to talk about business. Her mistress 
made tea to entertain him, and kept him to 
dinner. Shortly afterwards another man, who 
was dressed in a long coat, also came in, and 
the two then proceeded to kill the whole 
family. The same girl also. died of her 
wounds the next day. This is what the 
Chinese ‘call the murder of nine lives and 
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the burial of the bodies. It is said that the 
murder was an act of revenge ; had the husband 
been at home. he would have been killed too. 


PEKING AND TIENTSIN NEWS. 


The following items are from the P. & T. 
Times of the 24th ult. :— 

River me with Tung-Chow has been sus- 
pended. 

The Medical College hero is endeavouring to 
re-open, and get fresh members to supply the 
place of those who have left. 

Yii Che-yuen, President of one of the Boards, 
has renchod. Nanking, and handed Viceroy Liu 
a special Edict from the Court. 

Auctions of furs, silks and curios are held 
twice a week now in tho Lyceum Theatre by 
Messrs. Doney and Moller, and continue to 
attract crowds. 

The Chih Puo states that the newly organised 
Board of Revenue in Peking received Tls. 
600,000 on the 11th through the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank from the South. 

The British Authorities are reported to have 
discovered three Honan officials who were 
known to have enlisted Boxers, Governor Yiie, 
a Brigadier-General and another. 

From private sources we learn there are 
numbers of Boxers secretly practicing their arts 
in the City, and that the gentry dare not report 
them for fear of being assassinated. 

We hear that the Peking line, which may be 
completed in about a month's time, will be run 
through the wall into Chinese City with ao 
terminus near tho Temple of Heaven. Good! 

Capt. Wingate, accompanying o survey and 
reconnaisance party comprising detachments of 
the 16th Bengal Lancers and 24th Punjab In- 
fantry, left Peking on the 12th instant, taking 
oue month's rations. 

The Chih Pao states that fifteon petty officials 
of the Court signified their willingness to 
secretly accompany the Emperor back to Pek- 
ing, but the Lowager hearing of the plot had 
them seized and beaten to death. 

The Chinese gentry in the Nativy City are 
considering some new methods of dealing with 
fires that occur in the City, and of summoning 
the firémen, as they are afraid to practice the 
former custom of calling the firemen together 
by beating gongs, lest it create disturbance 
with the foreign troops. 

Chén Shu-ping, a Military official who sur- 
rendered to the Allies when 'Tientsin City was 
taken, and undertook to trace out Boxers for 
the Provisional Government, is said by tho Ghih 
Pao to be chicfly occupied in squeezing for his 
own interests, and is making u good thing out 
of any Chinese he can terrorise into giving him 
money. 

A telegram was received at British head- 
quarters here to the effect that the messenger 
from Taiyuenfu had been sent to Paotingfn to 
report the arrival in the former place of five or 
six English and Swedish Missionaries who were 
believed to be dead. They had taken refuge in 
the mountains, and had been discovered and 
brought back by the Prefect of Taiyuenfu 
who is now anxious to escort them to the coast. 
The name of only one missionary is given, 
Graham McKie. The Military Authorities at 
once notified the British Consul and the C.I.M. 

The French Consul-General issued an express 
on Thursday to the effect that the French 
Concession has been extended from the present 
dividing line of the British and French Con- 
cessions to the mud-wall, and thence to the 
boundary line of the Japanese Concession and 
river at Machiaku, including all the territory 
and properties within these lines. The notice 
nullifies all contracts made since the 17th June, 
and invites all holders of title-deeds prior to 
that date to take their documents to the French 
Consulate to have them registered. We anti- 
cipate that some discussion will ensue in con- 
sequence of this abrupt announcement.

THE CASE OF KING LIEN-SHAN. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESS.” . 


Macao, 30th November. - 
S1z,—It may be remembered that last Febru- 
ary, nearly a year ago, something was said in the 
Hongkong and Shanghai papers concernin, 
the former Director of the Chinese preg tip a 
Co. at Shanghai, who was arrested at’ Mac 
and detained pending the question 
extradition. It may now interest some of S dahl 
readers that the unfortunate individual, ig 
Lien-shan, is still in prison, whatever has be- 
come of the question of his extradition. His 
grievance is no slight one, and is well worth 
tho sympathy of the foreign residents in China 
and indeed of all friends of justice. _ Events in

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China, subsequent to King’s arrest, have been 
of such s nature as very offectively to distract 
public attention and preoccupation from a per- 
sonal grievauce; otherwise the case of King 
would certainly have brought forth ao strong 
protest of righteous indignation. 

The facts of his case are very simple. When 
the Empress Dowager at the beginning of this 
year contemplated and even decreed the deposi- 
tion of the Emperor, the manager of the Tele- 
graph Co., a prominent momber of the Chinese 
community at Shanghai, headed the list of 
signatories to the telegram of protest, sent by 
prominent Chinese of Shanghai and other ports. 
That action brought upon him the indignation 
of the Dowagor and her ministers, and Sheng 
Taotai was ordered to produce tho offender. 
King consulted his safety by flight. and took 
an early steamer for Hongkong. He was ill- 
advised enough, however, for some reason or 
other, to come to Macao.. There, according to 
his own statement, he received word that the 
acting Viceroy of Nanking desired to see him, 
and trusting to that official's goodwill and 
sincerity, he was about to leave for Shanghai, 
when he was unexpectedly arrested here at the 
request of Li Hung-chang. Trusting still in 
the justice of his cause and the sincerity of high 
officials, he says that he wanted to proceed at 
once to Canton to present himself to the Vice- 
roy. His friends, however, better advised per- 
haps, persuaded him to tho contrary ; and then, 
once arrested, he was a Portuguese prisoner, 
and was not free to leave Macao. | 

When he was arrested, those who were fami- 
liar with Portuguese jurisprudence said that 
he could not be detained beyond eight days ; 
at the end of which time he would have to be 
set free, if not previously oxtradited. 

Eight days passed, -and King remained in 
prison. Months passed, and the question still 
dragged on. Governor Galhardo went away, 
and left King in prison. Thon came the mem- 
orable events in the north. Finally the case 
got out of fhe court, and the report of that tri- 
bunal was submitted to the Council governing 
ad interim. That body did not see fit to take 
it upon itself to set the prisoner free, and the 
case was referred, with all the documents, to 
Lisbon. 

Then came another spell of waiting. The 
new Governor came, but there was no news for 
the prisoner of the mountain. He passed the 
hot summer in confinement, and there he is still 
at the approach of winter, without a word from 
the Portuguese capital to show that any notice 
is taken of his case. It is true he is not treated 
badly. He has the liberty of the Monte Fort, 
but being old and infirm, and accustomed to the 
conveniences and amenities of home life, with 
his family around him; he feels his confinement 
very much. 

Moreover, there would seem to be no further 
reason for his detention. The Dowager and 
her friends have enough to think of. without 
caring for the punishment of an offence which 
events have thrown into the background. 

Hoping that this statement of Mr. King’s 
grievance may interest some of your readers, I

These new regula- 
tion do not in any way affect the clauses con- 
tained in the original Articles of Association 
which define the objects of the Company, nor 
those parts of the Articles which would have 
been included in the Memorandum of As- 
sociation, if a separate Memorandum had been 
registered. The reason why new Articles of 
Association are required is that certain changes 
are considered necessary from tho old articles 
which were drawn up in 1885, when the manage- 
ment of the Company was vested solely in your 
late goneral manager, Mr. John D. Humphreys. 
For instance, the old articles did not give us 
power to appoint » Consulting Committee. o 
course which we are desirous of taking. The 
principal changes between the old articles and the 
new articles, which weare now considering, are: 
The remuneration of the General Managors, the 
increase in the number of qualification shares 
necessary to be held by the General Managers, 
the change in the working of tho London 
Agency, and tho appointment of a Consulting 
Committee. These changes are dealt with in 
paragraphs 80, 81, 82. and 87 respectively. Tho 
other altorations made are not important and 
consist mainly of the substitution of the namo 
of John D. Hwnphreys and Son, the present 
general managers. for that of John David 
Humphreys, the late general manager, where 
such changes are necessary. I think. gentle- 
mon, that tho revised Articles of Association 
now before you will be found under ths existing 
altored conditions of the working of the (om- 
pany to be more useful and more practical than 
the old articles, und also more profitable to the 
Company's interests generally. Before proceed- 
ing:to move the adoption of tho new Articles 
I shall be pleased to answer any question refor- 
ring to thei. 

Thore being no questions the CHAIRMAN 
proposed :—That the Regulations approved by 
this moeting and for the purposes of identifica- 
tion subscribed by the General Managers be 
and the same are hereby approved. And that 
such Regulations Le and they are hereby adopt- 
ed as the Regulations of the Company to the 
oxclusion of all existing Regulations th: reof.”

HOWARD AND STEPHENS V. THE ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL. 

The Chief Justice gave judgment in this caso. 

The plaintiffs were represented by Mr. J. J. 

Francis, Q C. (instructed by Mr. Brepeet) and 


the Attorney-General (the Hon. . Meigh 
Goodman, Q.C.) appeared in person, instructed 
by the Crown Solicitor (Mr. F’. B. L. Bowley). 


The Chief Justice said:—In this case tho 
Court is called upon to determine the following 
issuo of Inawt—' Assuming all the facts! stated 
in the 2etition to be true and having regard to 
the provisions of the Praya Reclamation Ordin- 
ance, 1889, has the Court jurisdiction to inquire 
into the proceedings connected with the! award 
referred to in tho Petition and to set asido tho 
said award and declare it null and void P" 

For the purpose of determining this issue I 
think it will be convenient in the first place to 
state the facts set out in the Petition, in the 
second place to state the provisions of tha Praya 
Reclamation Ordinance, 1889, so far ds thoy 
have any bearing on: the issue, and, lastly, to 
state the conclusions to which an examination 
of he facts and of the Ordinance seems properly 
to lead. 

As the facts set out in the Potition are to bo 
taken as true, I will state them in the form of 
narrative, in the same manner as if I were set- 
ting forth findings established by evidence. 

The plaintiffs were until quite recently the 
Crown lessees and the owners and occupiers os 
tenants in common of Marine Lot No. 184 
in the City of Victoria. There wero godowns 
erected on the Lot and the plaintiffs carried on 
there the business of godown-keepers. 

The Lot is situate in the western district of 
the City, and from the time wheu the Crown 
lease for it was granted, that is, in 1884, until, 
about April, 1898, it abutted on the north side 
for a length of 100 feet on the Praya, and was * 
only separated from the sea in the Harbour by 
the Praya. At that point the Praya was about 
50 feet wide. 

Until the- construction of the reclamation 
works which will-be presently mentioned, the 
sea in the Harbour came at-all times of the tido 
to the foot of the sea-wall bounding the Praya, 
and the plaintiffs were able, at all times of the 
day and night and at all states of the tide, to 
bring cargo-boats to the sea-wall, to load and 

‘unload goods into and from them, and to convey 
such goods easily and cheaply from and into 
their godowns. ; 
About the yoar 1891 the Governor, acting 
under the authority of the Ordinance already 
mentioned, commenced to construct an embank- 
ment along the Harbour front of the City, from 
‘a point to the wostward of the plaintiffs’ Lot to 
la point to the eastward of it, and to construct a 
sca-wall. and to reclaim and fill in the.foreshore 
and bed of the Harbour between the Praya 
and the new embankmont and sea-wall. ‘Thoso 
works havo been carried on ever since and aro 
still being carried on, and the resalt of them, as 
far as the plaintiffs’ Lot is concerned, has been 
that the Lot has been converted froma Marino Lot 
into an Inland Lot; it no longer abuts on tho 
Praya or sea road, and no longer has any direct 
access to the sea, but is separated from it by 
the old Praya, by a piece of reclaimed land, the 
proporty of tho Crown, of about 185 feet. in 
width, and by the new Praya and sea-wall, of 
about 75 fect in width. 

During the progress of these works tho 
plaintiffs’ access to the sea along the whole front 
of their Lot was seriously impeded and dim- 
inished, and they suffered heavy loases in their 
business as godown-keepers, and upon the com- 
pletion of the works the Lot was seriously de- 
preciated in value by being entirely shut out 
from direct access to the sea and by being 
converted from a Marine into an Inland Lot. 

By the diminution of their business durin 
the construction of the works tho. plaintiffs 
suffered a loss of about $25,000, und by the de- 
preciation in value of their Lot they suffered

China in Decay. By ALExIs Krausse. Lon- 


don, George Bell & Sons. Third Edftion. 
THE first edition of Mr, Krausse’s China in 
Decay appeared in November, 1898. The pre- 
face to the present edition is dated August 1900. 
The book may be said therefore to have sold 
extremely well and, as the author claims, needs 
no apology for its publication. The present 
issue has been thoroughly overhauled and 
revised, and a considerable amount of matter 
has. been added, including a record of events of 
this year down to the reported fall of the leza- 
tions at Peking.

A continuation 
aia the next few years of the impotent policy dis- 
playe by this country in regard to | 
uring the last, must most inevitably result in the, 
extinction of our influence and the loss: of our trado 
in the Far East. . .. Our rulers seam ignorant 
of the risks they run. Is there no way of: enlighten- 
ing them, or at least impressing them with a sense of 
the peril in which the country stands ? 

This attempt to impress, to enlighten, has 
been made for years by individuals or by 
corporate bodies who have British interests in 
China at heart. Toa certain extent we shall 
see by the outcome of tho present crisis whether 
any effect has baen achieved. So far we have 
not done anything to boast of. Even tho 
Anglo-German agreement, which looked like a 
strong step, seems gradually to be explained 
away. ‘The reactionaries appear likely to escape 
from justice, a money indemnity is onca more to 
to be accepted as compensation for outrages, 
and the integrity-of-Chins clause in the agree- 
ment may not improbably be held to exclude 
Manchuria. Mr. Krausse in his concluding 
chapter thinks that Great Britain's predomi- 
nance in China might once more be regained by 
insistence of the following measures : - Strict 
insistence of the observation of treaty obliga- 
tions (with reference to waterways, ports, and 
the right of travel); a guarantee for the safety 
of foreigners in China, the local officials being 
held responsible; abolition of lekin dues in ex- 
change fora 5 per cent. inorease on the Cus- 
toms; a tactful and able British Minister at 
Peking, with knowledge of China and the Chi- 
nese ; a notice to China that we refuse to recog- 
nise privileges accorded to one nation and not 
simultaneously to all others; policing of the 
waterways; and the stationing-of ships and troops 
at the treaty ports. Such*measures are only 
possible if public opinion forces the Govern- 
ment to adopt them. Is it sufficiently strong P 
We fear not as yet.

‘CABLE. CONNECTION OF THE 
PEEING AND THE. 
.U. 8. A.

The United States Government transport 
Burnside, in charge of Major C. W. Brooke, 
with Captain Latham as Navigating Officer, 
arrived at Colombo from New York on her way 
to the Philippines with o vast quantity of cable 
to connect the Islands with the States. The 
Burnside. was a Spanish vessel captured in the 
war-with the U. 8. A. She left} New York on 
September 26th with 550 miles of deep sea 
cable—the first deop sea cable made by -an 
American firm (the Safety Inculated Wire 
Cable Co.), and costing about 11,500 a milo — 
and 250 miles of inshore cable, and the usual 
appliances for cable laying. ‘The Burnside has 
on board only a portion of the machinery re- 
quired for cable laying, ‘as sho is expected to 
take the machinery from the U.S. transport 
Hooker which was recently wrecked in the 
Philippines with a quantity of cable and ma- 
chinery on board. The Burnside has been 
commissioned to take out a very largo quantity 
of cable from New York, but was only able 
to take on the prosent voyage tho portion 
mentioned. ‘This will be used to connect the 
different islands of the Philippines ¥ith Manila, 
the work keing expected to last {ill about April, 
when she will return to New York to take the 
remainder of the cable on board, and this will 
be used in connecting Manila with Honolulu 
and San Francisco, thus completing communi- 
cation with the States. 


THE CHINA STATION. 
eg 

Owing to the operations in China and the 
importance of maintaining nnimpaired the 
strength of the fiects belonging to the allied 
Powers, says the Naval and Military Record 
of the Ist ult., some of the British warships in 
Chinese waters have been detained on the station 
considerably beyond the usual commissioning 
period. The Centurion, flagship of Vice- 
admiral Sir'E. H. Seymour, K.C.B., was, for 
instance, recommissioned at Hongkong on 
April Ist, 1897, and under ordinary circum- 
stances should have been relieved somo months 


ago. ’Her successor, the new battleship Glory. 


will be commissioned to-day (November Ist). 
but she is not likely to arrivo on the 
station much before the end of tho 
year. By tho time the Centurion reaches 
home and is paid off, the Commission will have 
lasted very little short of four years. he 
cruiser Undaunted was recommissioned at Trin- 
comalee on May 12th, 1897, and is still on the 
station. But for the Chinese revolt she would 
havercturned to Devonport and been paid off 
before now, as her relief, the Argozaui. was 
commissioned at Chatham last April, and has 
becn on tho station for some time. As the 
Undaunted has been appropriated for srvice as 
a seagoing tender to the Cambridge, it is most 
likely that sho will bo the first vessel to b> with- 
drawn from the station as soon as the situation 
has so improved as to justify the authorities in 
reducing the squadron to its normal strength. 

New crews ure to be selected from the depdt 
ship Pembroke for despatch to China, to man 
the shallow-draught steamers Woodsoc’t and 
Sandpiper. 


A despatch received in Shanghai from Wu- 
chang, Hupeh reports the arrival in that city 
on the 18th ult. of H.E. Sung Fan Vicaroy of 
the: Yun-kwei province, from Peking ex route 
to Yunnanfu. The Manchu Governor and staff 
wero almost in rags when they arrived, having 
been plandered, and robbed on their journey 
through Chihli and Honan provinces by dis- 
banded soldiers and Boxers, who stripped them 
of their baggage and everything. Sung will 
remain a few daysin Wuchang fora short rest 
and to geta new wardrobe, ete., for himself and 
staff. H.@. was called to Peking from Yunanfu 
for an aidience just before the Boxer outbreak 
in Peking and remained in the capital until 
after the fall of that city. Thinking matters: 
had quieted down a little in the provinces, 
started on his journey south and seems to have 
fallen among thieves en route, says the N.-C. 
Daily News, his life even being threatened on 
one occasion.
